MUCH MYSTERY 
FOLLOWS SESSION

WASHINGTON, July 15. 
—The world is confronted 
today with a major mystery 
—the secrecy-drenched con­ 
ference between President 
Truman and his top security 
advisors on the future role 
of atomic energy in interna­ 
tional affairs. 
T he president held a

p arley Thursday night w ith high­ 
est federal officials and congres­ 
sional leaders on 
p lans for the 
fu tu re use of n u clear discoveries 
and developm ents. 
P resence of m em bers of the na­ 
tional security council, which is 
charged with the co u n try ’s defense, 
em phasized the e x trao rd in ary im ­ 
p o rtan ce of the session. 
Maintain Secrecy 
All conferees m ain tain ed tight- 
lipped secrecy but th e trem endous 
significance of th e m eeting be­ 
cam e obvious w hen one of the 
prin cip als told new sm en: 
“ Boys, you w ouldn’t print it if 
you had it, for th e good of the 
co u n try .”

Unmistakable Signs That 
Italian 
Communists Are Uneasy Over 
E xcom m unication Order

with a 99 per cent Catholic popu­

Communist party members, 
em erged today as the country most 
affected by Pope Plus XII’s sweep­ 
ing excommunication order. 
Although Communist newspapers 
have tried to play down the Pon­ 
tiff’s unprecedented action, there 
were unmistakable signs that Ital­ 
ian 
Communists— who polled 31 
per cent of the vote in the last elec­ 
tions— were uneasy. 
The Communist Daity Unita said 
that the Pontiff’s order "crowns a 
violent provocatory campaign by 
the Holy See against Catholics w ho 
do not intend to be bound by its 
political directives'. 
The Vatican radio, meanwhile, 
repeatedly broadcast details of Un- 
Pope's order, making clear to Ital­ 
ian Communists and Fellow-Tra- 
veler* that they must choose either 
fhe Catholic church or Marxism, 
and that there can be no dual al­ 
legiances.

vania are rejecting an opportunity 
to encourage payment of delin­ 
quent levies. 
An act of the 1949 general assem­ 
bly perm its counties, municipali­ 
ties. and school districts to drop 
the five per cent penalty on delin­ 
quent taxes to encourage back tax 
payments. 
Ten counties have filed return«. 
The largest taxing authority to ac­ 
cept the proposal, according to the 
Delaware 
county 
treasurer’s 
of­ 
fice. was the city of Chester. Hol- 
Udaysburg also has accepted. 
Counties so far who filed re­ 
turns. 
which 
indicated 
a 
trend 
toward 
wholesale 
rejection, 
are 
Allegheny, Beaver, Blair, Bucks, 
Centre. Clarion. Clearfield. Craw­ 
ford. Cumberland and Delaware. 
Taxable valuation as of 1947 in 
the state stood at more than 11 
billion dollars. The 1948 value of 
property was expected to be some­ 
what in the same neighborhood 
since "taxation on real estate has 
just about reached the saturation 
pom t.” 
according 
to 
Alex 
C. 
Sehwarz. chief of tfle Budgets and 
Reports Division. 
Figures Delayed 
Schwarz said 1948 figures would 
not he ready for some time due to 
slowness of statistical machinery 
and "laxity and indifference on 
the part of many of the 2,700 tax 
collectors” in writing up accurate 
reports. 
Uncollected current taxes in the 
state at the end of 1947 totaled 
$26.415.156 and. according tn the 
departm ent the 1948 total will be 
roughly the same. Total taxes col­ 
lected in 1947 were more than 
$360.842,000. During that year it 
cost the taxing units approximately 
$6.600.000 in commissions to col­ 
lect taxes.

Remember

Remember how 
much less work a carpenter, paint­ 
er or hucklayer does today than 
he 4lld 30 years ago 
It is a mir­ 
acle that some of them are now 
employed at all! 
Unemployment Insurance 
Is unemployment insurance for 
good or evil? 
I don’t know, but 
T believe that many are now leav­ 
ing their jobs for vacations thsS 
summer and are taking their $25 
per week “unemployment” Insur­ 
ance. 
I am sure that such Insur* 
knee 
encourages 
unemployment 
and increases the unemployment 
figures 
Once each month your 
•U te publishes w hat it paid out 
the previous month to the so-called 
“unemployed”. 
Much 
of 
this 
money Is V lng taken unfairly, but 
the people nay "Everyone else ir. 
getting it, so why shouldn’* I?” 
Over half of the unemployment 
money which is being distributed 
every week in your community 
comes out of the rest of us. 
It is 
one of the chief causes for present 
high taxes. 
It is teaching people 
to be dishonest; and It is leading 
to geraL abuse and corruption the 
same as did prohibition. 
I recently heard of a city where 
over 100 clerks are busy every day 
just writing unemployment checks! 
It Is not Just the money paid out 
to the unemployed, but the huge 
cost of looking up the evidence and 
keeping the books. 
I am told that 
it costs over 20 cents for clerk- 
hire in order to pay out one dol­ 
lar! 
Someday there will be a big 
political scandal relative to unem­ 
ployment insurance. 
Such Insur­ 
ance has a legitimate use in a real 
business depression, but no such 
depression exists joday when peo­ 
ple drive in shiny new automobiles 
to collect their insurance on their 
way to the beach. 
Unemployment Outlook 
The question is often asked me 
as to how bad unemployment will 
become and when It will be at its 
worst. 
I have not yet collected 
sufficient data to give an opinion 
now. But Doctor Joseph L. Snider, 
one of the country’s greatest au­ 
thorities on business economics 
has some ideas on this question. 
He is reported to have estimated 
that the Industrial Index of the 
Federal Reserve Board will go off 
about 25 per cent below the peak 
of 1948 and that about 8 to 10 
per cent of this decline has al­ 
ready taken place 
leaving only 
about 15 per cent or more to go 
Let us hope he is correct as oilier 
authorities believe this Industrial 
Index will gooff 50 per cent which 
means we may have 40 per cent 
more to decline 
How To Look 
Let us look forward Instead of 
backward; upward instesd of dow n­ 
ward; outward Instead of inward 
Think of the gerat unfilled orders 
today for more automobiles, more 
roadts, more houses, more bath­ 
rooms and especially more house­ 
hold electrical appliances 
This 
latter demand Is especially evi­ 
dent from the budgets which the
